BERLIN, Oct. 17.—The controversy 
_ between the surgeons at the time of 


father of the present Emperor, has 
just been reopened by the publication 
of the private letters of Ernst von 
Bergmann, one of the surgeons who 
attended at His Majesty's deathbed. 

Although there is little new that is 
told in the correspondence, some curi- 
ous lights are thrown on the actions 
of the doctors engaged, some of which 
seem to have been occasioned by po- 
litical considerations. 

Sir Morell Mackenzie, whose pro- 
cedure has been the subject of con- 
ptant attack on all sides, was, it is 
said, under the wrongful impression 
that a member of the house of Hohen- 
sollern could not ascend the throne if 
he were suffering from a mortal 
disease, and on this account the fa- 
mous English surgeen is stated to 
have denied the fact that his patient 
was suffering from cancer. The same 
idea was also possessed by Bismarck 
until he was shown conclusively that 
to the Constitu- 

There is a rule in reference to the 
reigning family, however, which 
makes necessary the holding of a 
post-mortem examination to discover 
the cause of death. The letters of 
Ernat von Bergmann occupy many 
columns tn the newspapers. 


BERLIN, Oct. 17.—Emperor

HAT SOCIALISM MIGHT bo. 


The fundamental principle of social- 


igm, as announced by ita great leader and 
&poertie, Prudhomme, is that “PROPERTY 
IS ROBBERY.” When socialism obtains 
power it may not, and probably will not, ap- 
ply this drastic and uncivilizing doctrine in 
its full force to the laws and ordinances it 
may make and the policies and practices 
of rule it will inaugurate and enforce. But 
the doctrine of Prudhomme will neverthe 
less contro! the thoughts and influence the 
action of his disciples. 

It is an axiom in political economy that 
in the last analysis labor must bear all the 
burdens of society. Socialism goes to the 


other extreme and proclaims that wealth— 


which consists of the accumulation of the 
earnings of labor—must alone bear those 
burdens. 

Wealth tn the form of money and the 
bonds of corporations in other States can 
hide itself in safe deposit boxes or emigrate 
to localities where socialism does not rule. 
But wealth that is in Skyscrapers and cot- 
tages cannot escape, and a rule of social- 
ism will load upon it a burden of taxation 
such as in al) the history of municipalities 
was never anywhere inflicted. 

A Socialist Mayor and Council would have 
the power, and it may be presumed that 
they would exercise the power. to establish 
‘and publish a municipal newspaper, and no 
more certain opportunity for financial] loss 
could be devised. 

They would have the power to establish 
and conduct aJl public utilities such as tele 
phone, electric light and power, gas, water 
and street cars, the conduct of which at 
popular prices might make heavy inroads 
upon the public treasury. 

They would have the power to establish 
and conduct theaters, concert halls, auto 
lines, express wagons, storage warchouses, 
hotels, restaurants and baseball matches. 

They would have the power to legalize 
picketing and boycotting and to promote 
the industrial despotism which the union 
laborites of Los Angeles have’ thus far 
failed to establish. 

The improvement of the San Pedro har- 
bor and the completion of the Owens River 
aqueduct_and power plants would be post- 
poned for the simple and all-sufficient rea- 
son that capitalists would not invest in the 
bonds of a municipality ruled by a party 
that is governed by the doctrine that 
“PROPERTY IS ROBBERY.” 

Under the rule of the socialistic, union-la- 
bor, open-town and closed-shop bosses San 
Francisco traveled the down grade for years. 
At last her citizens shook off the leeches 
and theorists and are preparing, with Rolph

ROHTBITION AND POULTRY. 

If prohibition should prevail the vine 
yardists will not be reduced to the neces- 
sity of digging up their grape vines. They 
can feed vin ordinaire to hens and increase 
both the number and the flavor of eges so 
that profit willeontinue to accrue to grape 
culturists. 

M. Joubert, professor of agriculture at Fon- 
tainebleau in France, is the Columbus who 
has made a discovery in ovarian culture. 
His hens either grew lazy or the early 
hours they kept in the cold prevented a 
proper attention to business. 

“Joubert said to the big white hen, 
"You haven't laid an egg. since God knows 
when;’ 

And he got this reply from the little brown 
rooster, 
‘You don’t feed her as well as you used ter.’” 

Joubert experimented. Last October he 
selected a dozen young hens and divided 
them into two lots of six each. Both were 
fed. on exactly the same diet, but to the 
food of one-half dozen was added a daily 
ration of a glass of wine per head. From 
the unwined hens Joubert obtained in Oc- 
tober four eggs, in November one, in De- 
cember none and in January twenty-two. 

The fowls which looked upon the wine 
when it was red laid in October twenty- 
eight eggs, in November fifty-seven, in De- 
cember forty-four and in January forty-six. 
The topers showed an excess of production 
over the hens who lived_under prohibition 
of 148 eggs and epicures declared that the 
flavor of the eggs was immensely improved. 

It will be noted that. it required 720 
glasses of wine, or about ten gallons, to 
bring forth twelve dozen of eggs. If the 
cost of producing the wine was say 18 cents 
a gallon that would be 15 cents a dozen for 
the eggs. The experiment is worth try- 
ing and it is to be hoped that, if prohibition 
prevails, a special exemption will be made 
in favor of hens.

! Open Headquarters and Plan 
Vigorous Campaign. 


“Warning to women: Information 
has been received by the executive 
board of the Woman's Progressive 
League that a great many affidavits 
of registration have not been returned 
to the County Clerk, but have been 
destroyed in cases where the socialist 
deputy clerk has been unable to prose- 
lyte the person whose registration was 
taken. If you have any doubt’ whether 
your registration haa been properly 
reurned, if.you will call up this league 

~at F4441 we will see that you are 
properly registerd at once and that 
your affidavit is duly recorded with 
the County Clerk.” 

This significant statement was is- 
sued last night by the Woman's Pro- 
gressive League, in view of ugly ru- 
mors which persisted yesterday to the 
efféct that bitter partisans were pur- 
suing unfair tactics. 

The law governing registration dep- 
wties, (section 1095, Political Code 

 Blection Laws, 1911, page 24.) is as 
follows: 

“Any officer charged with the regis- 
tration of voters who neglects or re- 
fuses to make all the entries provided 
for in section 1096 of the Political 
Code, or neglects or refuses to take 
the oath of the voter applying to him 
for registration in respect tothe same, 
shall, upon conviction, be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor for each and 
every conviction.” 

The provisions of section 1096 are 
set out in the registration blank with 
which each deputy is provided. There 

@fe also penalties for the refusal to 
file such a registration. 

In effect this law means that every 
deputy must accept any registration 
regardiess of party affiliation and 
Must return the same to the County 

. Clerk for proper filing. or suffer the 
penaltics—a fine of $500, or imprison- 
ment for six months, or both. 

MUST BE VOUCHED FOR. 

County Clerk Lelande expressed dis- 
belief in these rumors, but so harassed 
was he by complaints that seme of 
the deputies insist upon attempting to 
ecenvert those who come to register 
that he declared he will swear in no 
new deputies unless each applicant is 
vouched .for by two responsible per- 
sons known to himself. About 1260 
registration clerks are already in the 
feild. and he feels that this number 
ls sufficient for the work in hand, 
providing those interested organize 
their deputies with proper system. 

The Woman's Progressive League 
has opened headquarters in the Mer- 
chants Bank and Trust building on 
Broadway near Second street. Today 
they will float a large Alexander ban- 
mer across Broadway from the bulld- 
ing they occupy. They have regular 
board meetings daily at 9 a:m., and 
a special meeting for all deputies ts 
called fer this morning at 10 o'clock. 

All deputies sworn in for the league 
vesterday, all who may be qualified 
this morning and those previously 
qualified who wish to work though 
the league are urged to report at this 
hour for a systematization of their 
work.

RINGING RESOLUTION. 

George N. Black Introduced a reso- 
lution prepared by the Governing 
Committee of the board yesterday 
morning which outlined the Realty 
Board's programme of procedure. This 
was amended to suit those assembled, 
no time being wasted in the nominat- 
ing of committees: for that purpose. 
The accepted resolution read, as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas, a crisis has developed

“Therefore be it resolved, That the 
Los Angeles Realty Board does lhere- 
by recommend the creation of a non- 
partisan Citizens’ Committee of 100 
for the purpose of co-operating with 
other organizations in promoting the 
election of George Alexander as 
Mayor and the election of the Good 
Government candidates for City Coun- 
cil and other city offices. 

“Further resolved, that the presi- 
dent of this board be empowered to 
appoint a committee of five to deter- 
mine upon a plan for the creation of 
the non-partisan citizens’ committee 
of 100, and that such committee of 100 
be urged to organize immediately for 
active and aggressive work. 

“Further resolved, that each mem- 
ber of the Los Angeles Realty Board 
be urged to contribute $10 toward the 
campaign fund, payable to the secre- 
tary of the board, and to be disbursed 
by the Governing Committee.”
